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As members of the United States Armed Forces you do not 
have to be told of the magnitude and importance of the task that 
lies before you.

EVEEOPMENT OF THE ARMY 



With the reorganization of the aviation setup of the 
United States Army, on March 9, 1942, has come the latest 
phase of the development of the nation's military aviation 
from its groping, experimental days to Its present status as 
an autonomous unit within the structure of the Army. The 
story of the rapid growth of our nation's military aviation, 
from an unimportant subdivision of the Signal Corps before 
the first World War, through the period when it was a corps 
of its own, the Air Corps, and now to a degree of tremend- 
ous importance as the Army Air Forces, co-equal in prom- 
inence with all the other Army combat arms combined, is a 
stirring saga of courage and inspiration, of indomitable wi!) 
and far-sighted genius, all within the short space of 33 years. 

The utilization of aviation by the Army, however, ante- 
dates 1909, the official birth year. Civilian aeronauts made 
observations from captive balloons for the Army of the 
Potomac during the American Civil War, and later the 
Army purchased a balloon in France which was used in Cuba 
during the Spanish-American War. It was not, however, 
until the experiments of Langley, Maxim, Lillienthal, Bleriot, 
the Wrights and others had focused attention on the possi- 



bilities of heavier-than-air machines that the Army consid- 
ered seriously this newest military adjunct. It was not until 
the Wrights had demonstrated that a heavier-than-air ma- 
chine was not only feasible, but practical that the Army 
advertised for bids for the construction of an airplane. An 
aeronautical division of the Army was created in the Office 
of the Chief Signal Officer of the Army on July I, 1907, 

The Wright brothers produced an airplane which was 
delivered to Fort Myer, Virginia, on August 28, 1908. It 
was a biplane with a wing spread of about 40 feet and a 
wing area of some 500 square feet weighing approximately 
800 pounds. The lateral controls were affected by warping 
the wings. The double elevator and the rudder were sup- 
ported in front of the wings by an outrigger. The landing 
gear consisted of two runners, or skids, and the plane was 
launched from a monorail. After a series of disappointing 
accidents and many tests, the Board of Officers appointed 
to examine the plane made a favorable recommendation on 
August 2, 1909, and the Chief Signal Officer approved the 
recommendation the same day. This date is considered the 
birthday of the Army Air Forces. While thus inaugurating 



the air arm of the service on this date, the value of aircraft 
in a military way was not immediately apparent, particularly 
to a nation at peace, and it was not until March, 1911, 
almost two years later, that Congress for the first time 
specifically appropriated money for aviation , . , to the tune 
of $125,000. By September, 19(3, Army aviation had grown 
slowly until it had I 7 planes, with a personnel of 23 officers 
and 91 enlisted men. 

Inasmuch as the original conception of the role of aircraft 
in warfare was purely that of observation, the control of 
military aviation was left in the hands of the Signal Corps, 
and, indeed, aviation remained in this branch until 1918, 
when it was divorced from the Signal Corps and expanded 
into two departments — the Bureau of Military Aeronautics 
and the Bureau of Aircraft Production. Upon the termina- 
tion of the war these two departments were consolidated 
into the Air Service. The first actual use of aircraft by the 
Army began in March, 191 6, when the First Aero Squadron, 
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composed of 16 officers, 77 enlisted men and eight airplanes 
began operations with the Punitive Expedition tn Mexico, 
The World War, of course, with its constantly accelerating 
emphasis upon air power, was responsible for the rapid 
expansion of American aviation. By the time of our declara- 
tion of war upon Germany in April of 1917, Army aviation 
consisted of 65 officers (35 of whom were flyers), 1,087 
enlisted men and 55 airplanes. No better commentary can 
be made upon the changing role of air power at the begin- 
ning of the World War and of the present conflict than to 
compare this number with the 10,697 officers, 126,660 
enlisted men and 8,707 aviation cadets which we Had on 
June 30, 1941, with the number constantly increasing under 
the impetus of the greatest expansion program in history. 

During the first eight years of its existence, 1 909- 1 9 1 6-— 
a total of 142 airplanes had been delivered to Army Avia- 
tion, Congress, in July of 1917, appropriated $640,000,000 
for Army Aviation, the largest appropriation which had ever 
been made up until that time for any single purpose. Work- 
ing as rapidly as possible, the country began the gigantic 
task of catching up in production with countries long at war. 
The first task was to train American flyers and for this pur- 
pose flying schools and ground schools were set up at a 
number of schools and colleges. Nearly I5 ( 000 flying cadets 
received training in this country, and about 1 .800 in Europe. 
By March, 191 8 t our Army Aviation strength was 11,000 
officers and 120,000 enlisted men. 

At the time of the Armistice we had 757 pilots, 48 1 ob- 
servers, with 740 planes and 77 balloons at the front, and 
1,402 pilots, 769 airplanes and 252 balloon observers had 
entered the Zone of Advance*

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While at the time of the Armistice less than 25 per cent 
of the planes flown by American pilots were of American 
manufacture, we were already beginning to swing into large 
scale production, principally of British designed DeHavillands 
and Handley-Page's equipped with the American Liberty 
motor, the greatest contribution of American manufacturers 
to the war effort. American aviators were officially credited 
with the destruction of 491 enemy airplanes, of which 462 
were accounted for by 63 aviators. We had 43 squadrons 
at the front at the time of the Armistice. Following the con- 
clusion of the war, our air strength was allowed to dwindle 
to 1,000 officers and 10,000 men. 

The Army Reorganization Act of 1920 provided for 1 ,516 
officers and 10,300 enlisted men for the Air Service, and 
the Air Corps Act of 1926 authorized a "Five Year Pro- 
gram" which contemplated at its conclusion a personnel 
strength of 1,650 officers and 15,000 enlisted men with 500 
cadets, and equipment consisting of 1 ,800 serviceable planes. 
On March I, 1935, the famous GHQ Air Force was estab- 
lished, embracing all tactical Air Corps Units within the 
Continental United States. Prior to its formation combat 
squadrons were trained under widely different methods, 
depending upon the conception of the Group Commanders. 
The purpose, which was accomplished, of the GHQ Air 
Force was to co-ordinate the systems of training so as to 
produce uniformity and the ability to operate together as 
a team. Another accomplishment was the later development 
of the combat crew as a fighting team. In practice, the 
same officers and men were assigned to the same airplane, 
and each team, through constant cooperation and practice, 
was able to attain a high degree of efficiency*

Even more important than alt these innovations, however, 
was the fact that the Air Corps, as it was known then, was, 
for the first time, under a unified command, and under an 
air officer, Major General Frank M Andrews, later Lieu- 
tenant General, whose untimely death over the barren 
wastes of Iceland brought a major loss to the Army Air 
Forces. Here was another notable step toward the fullest 
development of our Army Air arm as an independently- 
functioning entity complete within itself. 

This organization of air power into a highly mobile striking 
force of great unified power had, as its backbone, the func- 
tion of Bombardment. The GHQ Air Force was divided into 
three Wings, The First Wing, with headquarters at March 
Field, California, comprised two Bombardment Groups, one 
Attack Group, and two Reconnaissance Squadrons. The 
Second Wing, with headquarters at Lang ley Field, Virginia, 
comprised two Bombardment and two Pursuit Groups, and 
two Reconnaissance, Squadrons, The Third Wing, at Barks- 
dale Field, Louisiana, was composed of one Attack and one 
Pursuit Group* 

But even this organization was to be changed soon by the 
pressure of ever* in creasing expansion of our Army Aviation, 
On June 23, 1941, the Army Air Forces was established. 
These included the Headquarters, Army Air Forces; the 
Air Force Combat Command (which superceded the GHQ 
Air Force]! the Air Corps and all other air units. At the 
same time an Air Council was created to review and co- 
ordinate major Army aviation projects. The Air Council 
included Assistant Secretary of War for Air, Robert A. 
Lovett [ex officio), General H. H. Arnold, president of the 
council, Lieutenant General Defos G. Emmons, Lieutenant 
General George A. Brett, and the Chief of the War Plans 
Division of the War Department General Staff, In addition 
to his duties as Deputy Chief of Staff (Air), General Arnold 



became Chief of the Army Air Forces, General Emmons 
was made Chief of the Air Force Combat Command, and 
General Brett, Chief of the Air Corps. 

At the end of May, 1941, the Ferrying Command was 
organized to speed up the process of getting bombers to 
our English allies. Originally under the command of Colonel 
Robert Olds (later a Brigadier General in command of the 
Second Air Force at Spokane, Washington, now deceased}, 
it is now commanded by Major General Harold L. George, 
find designated Air Transport Command. Since Pearl Har- 
bor its activities have been vastly expanded into a huge 
world-wide organization engaged in the transport of all types 
of aircraft, plus supplies, equipment, and personnel to all the 
fighting fronts. 

By the final reorganization, or "streamlining," which took 
place last March, the Air Corps ceased to exist, even as a 
purely administrative organization, and the Combat Com- 
mand was eliminated, as welL The various combat Air 
Forces, which are complete units, of themselves, are now 
directly under the command of overall field commanders 
such as General MacArthur, another step forward in unified 
command. It is interesting to note that many of these field 
commanders, whose commands comprise all arms of the 
service, are themselves air officers, such as General Brett, 
in the Caribbean. Each Air Force is, of course, commanded 
by an Air Force Officer, of general grade, whether within 
the continental United States or overseas. These combat 
forces include all units of military aviation such as bombard- 
ment, interception (fighter squadrons), observation, and 
ground-air support, together with the necessary maintenance 
service. 

As a result of the March 9 change, the Air Forces are 
recognized as one of the three elements of the Army, 
together with Ground Forces and Supply, This new organi- 



zation, designed to simplify and speed up the chain of 
command, and to provide the flexibility and efficiency of 
operation necessary to accomplish the enormous task that 
lies ahead, designates General H. H. Arnold as Command- 
ing General, Army Air Forces, and also as Deputy Chief of 
Staff for Air on the Army General Staff, By the same 
reorganization. Lieutenant General Joseph T. McNarney, 
one of the ablest American air strategists, was made Deputy 
Chief of Staff. In Addition to these two officers, however, 
the Air Forces have a far greater representation than ever 
on the General Staff. As a matter of fact, the General 
Staff, as now constituted, is about one-half composed of 
officers from the Air Staff, The Air Staff, which is rather 
like a Staff within a Staff, and which is purely Air Forces 
organization, is similar in general outline to the General 
Staff, but on a slightly smaller scale. 

The complexity and extension of Army aviation from its 
simple Signal Corps days until the present is no better 
illustrated than by a brief review of the various branches 
of the Air Forces. The overall picture of the Army Air 
Forces organization may be summed up under three key 
words: Policy, Commands, and Forces, The Policy function 
has already been discussed at the start of this article. It 
is handled by the Commanding General of the Army Air 
Forces and the Air Staff, plus the Air Forces' participation 
in the Army General Staff. In addition to the Assistant 
Chiefs of the Air Staff there h an Air Inspector, Air Surgeon 
etc. Operating directly under the Commanding General 
of the Army Air Forces, eight great commands compose the 



last stages of Air Forces preparation for combat units. It 
may be of great Interest to outline the functions of these 
various Commands,

2. The TROOP TRANSPORT COMMAND. 

3. The AIR TRANSPORT COMMAND. 

4. The MATERIEL COMMAND. 

5. The AIR SERVICE COMMAND, 

6. The PROVING GROUND COMMAND. 

7. The ANTI-SUBMARINE COMMAND. 

8. The FLIGHT CONTROL COMMAND. 

I. The TRAINING COMMAND. While the Headquarters 
of the Air Corps Training Center began to function at 
Duncan Field, San Antonio, Texas, in 1936, flying training 
In the Army has been continuous almost since the purchase 
of the first Wright airplane in 1909. The first Army flying 
school was established at College Park, Maryland, in Oc- 
tober, 1909, Lieutenant Frank P. Lahm and Frederick E. 
Humphreys were the first students of the Wright brothers. 
Lieutenant Lahm later became a Brigadier General and 
commanded the Training Center from its inception in 
September, 1926, until August 31, 1930. Among the first 
five Army aviators was Lieutenant H. H. Arnold, now a 
four-star General, Among them also was Lieutenant Ben- 
jamin D. Foulois, now Major General, retired. General 
Foulois became a Brigadier General at the age of 3$ as 
Chief of the Air Service of the First Army, American 
Expeditionary Force, He became a Major General and 
Chief of the Air Corps on December 20, 1931. 



The function of the Training Command is, of course, to 
coordinate and direct the immense job of providing officers 
and men for the vastly expanding Air Forces. In order 
to accomplish this with the greatest efficiency and to 
eliminate the possibility of administrative bottlenecks, 
General Arnold set up the Training Command as it now 
exists, under the command of Lieutenant General Barton K. 
Yount, with Headquarters at Fort Worth, Texas. The original 
plan called for separate air crew and ground crew training 
under two commands but, in ordor to integrate and stream- 
fine functions of training activities, the Flying Training and 
Technical Commands were consolidated under one com- 
mand, calling for maximum efficiency with a minimum of 
staff personnel. 

The nationwide program of the Command has been 
divided geographically into six subordinate commands — 
three Flying Training and three Technical Training. The 
Hying Training Commands are known as the Army Air 
Forces "Western Flying Training Command," "Central 
Flying Training Command," and "Eastern Flying Training 
Command." The Technical Training Commands are known 
as the Army Air Forces "Western Technical Training Com- 
mand," "Central Technical Training Command," and "East- 
ern Technical Training Command/' 

All of these regional training areas are complete within 
themselves. Each Flying Training Command has its own 
College Training Detachments, Classification Centers, Pri- 
mary, Basic and Advance Schools (for pilot trainees). Navi- 
gator and Bombardier Schools. The Rying Training Com- 
mands also provide for instruction in fixed and flexible 
gunnery and, as one of the later innovations, Glider Pilot 
training. Most of the flying schools are located in the

southern section of the regional areas where weather con- 
ditions are best for this particular type of training. 

The Technical Training Commands are an outgrowth of 
efforts made during the early days of the first World War to 
train Army aviation mechanics systematically. State uni- 
versities and civil technical schools were used then, but the 
system was a failure due to the large costs involved, as 
well as other reasons. Therefore, the Aviation Section, Sig- 
nal Corps, established schools at St. Paul, Minn,, and at 
Kelly Field, Texas, The Kelly Field school was discontinued 
after the armistice. In 1921 the school was moved to 
Chanute Field, Illinois, and in 1922 the Photographic School, 
at Langley Field, and the Communications School, at Ft, 
Sill, were consolidated with it* The school outgrew its 
area, and in 1935 another site was sought for a second 
school, which was established at Lowry Field, near Denver, 
Colorado. 

The present expansion program of Army Aviation has 
necessitated the further expansion of the mechanic training 
program in order to provide the ever-increasing Air Forces 
with an adequate supply of trained mechanics, particularly 
in view of the fact that engines and equipment are con- 
stantly becoming more complex as well as progressively 
more modern. The Technical Training Command provides 
technical training for Army Air Forces personnel not trained 
by the Hying Training Command. Under this category 
comes not only ground crew personnel, such as mechanics 



but also such air crew members, as the aerial engineer and 
communications officer. 

2. The TROOP TRANSPORT COMMAND transports air- 
borne troops and equipment, parachute troops and equip- 
ment, and tows troop- and cargo-carrying gliders, 

3. The AIR TRANSPORT COMMAND, as discussed 
previously, is concerned with air transport, for military use 
all over the world, 

4. The MATERIEL COMMAND, Experimental aviation 
activities, which were carried on at Washington by a few 
technicians prior to the World War, were concentrated at 
Dayton, Ohio, on November 5, 1917, under the command 
of Colonel V. E. Clark, Signal Corps. The laboratories, lo- 
cated at McCoolt Field, were supplemented by offices in 
Dayton. In 1926 the Air Service became the Air Corps 
and the functions of supply, procurement and maintenance 
of aircraft were added to this division, and the name 
changed to "Materiel Division." The location of the division 
was changed from McCook Field to Wright Field in 1926. 

The Materiel Division has figured directly or indirectly in 
nearly all important aircraft developments, commercial as 
well as military. It is the great experimental and testing 
branch of the Air Force and includes, among its many 
accomplishments, superchargers, the "Whirlwind" engine, 
use of ethylene glycol for high temperature cooling, high 
octane gasoline, vibration control, metal propellers, night 
and instrument flying, haie penetrating film for aerial 






photography, night and cc-for photography, and many other 
developments. 

5, The AIR SERVICE COMMAND operates air depots, 
repairs aircraft, and distributes aircraft, equipment, and 
supplies to a»r units in the United States, 

6, The PROVING GROUND COMMAND operates prov- 
ing grounds to test aircraft and equipment. 

7, The ANTI-SUBMARINE COMMAND, 
6. The FLIGHT CONTROL COMMAND. 

AIR COMBAT 

The various combat units have been formed into fourteen 
Air Forces, of which the first four are in the United States, 
the other ten overseas. Each of these Air Forces includes: 
L A BOMBER COMMAND. 2, A FIGHTER COMMAND. 
3. A BASE SERVICE COMMAND, and 4. An AIR SUPPORT 
COMMAND. 

It is quite probable that it is entirely too soon to attempt 
to define the role of the airplane m relation to the other 
combat forces of a nation. In spite of that fact there has 
been raging, and indeed still goes on, a debate between 
those who feel that air power has to a targe extent super- 
ceded sea power and even land power as the deciding 
element in modern warfare, and those who feel that this 
eatreme theory has yet to be supported by actual facts. 
There are extremists who argue , like the Russian designer 
Severity and the Italian General Douhet, that the day of 
the surface fleet is over, and that the future wars will be 
decided by the relative merits of the air forces of the 
combatants. On the other hand, we have the sure evidence 
of the failure of bombing atone either to permanently dis* 
rupt the war effort of a country or to terrorize its civilians 
into demands that its government surrender. In neither the 
Spanish Civil War nor in this war, up until fhe present, has 
it been possible for the advocates of air power alone to 
prove their contentions. 

At the same time it must be granted that no nation has 
as yet been able to mount the type of air attack envisioned

byjhose who hold thdt it will be air power that will decide 
the war. It seems likely, however, that this theory will be 
given a thorough test before the war is done. 

Certainly it is true that the conception of the airplane 
has already undergone a remarkable series of changes since 
the beginning of the World War, when it was regarded 
not in the light of a combat weapon at all. Indeed the 
first airplanes used in the World War were almost always 
of one type, a two-seater designed for reconnaissance work. 
As the war progressed specialization appeared and a class 
of airplanes designed first for air fighting, then for bombing, 
appeared. Several nations, prior to the war, had experi- 
mented with the arming of aircraft with machine guns, but 
on the outbreak of the war no plane on the front was so 
armed. Rifles, carbines, pistols, and hand grenades were 
carried by the pilot and observer. The tactics of air 
fighting were rudimentary. The pilots simply flew close to 
the enemy and when within range the pilot and the observer 
blazed away with any weapon they happened to have handy. 

In the summer of 1915, be I fig era nts began to mount 
machine guns in the planes, usually on a swivel bar at the 
back of the observer's seat. The observer could only fire 
the gun backwards toward the tail of the plane, firing over 
the pilot's head, which made for a very restricted zone of 
fire. This necessitated that in order to fire on an opponent, 
the plane had to fly away from the enemy, thus making 
it very difficult to be effective. The British experimented 
with a type of plane in which the gun was mounted in the 
front and the motors faced the rear. This type gave the 
advantage of frontal firing, but was so slow on climbing 
and flight that it was abandoned within a short time, 

The first real fighting aircraft to make its appearance was 
the German Fokker monoplane. Fast, maneuverable, and 
of the tractor type, the plane had a machine gun mounted 
in such a fashion as to synchronize with the revolutions 



of the propeller, thus allowing it to be fired straight ahead. 
The pilot aimed the gun by aiming the airplane. This plane 
was so obviously superior to those of the Allies that com- 
mand of the air passed to the Germans throughout the rest 
j>f the year. In 1916, however, the British were able to 
challenge the Germans by producing their own type of 
front-firing plane, although it was not until near the end 
of 1916 that the Allies were able to produce machine gun 
mounted planes of the Fokker type. The success of the 
Fokker airplane was responsible for the advent of formation 
flying. Casualties among the French and British had grown 
so heavily that individual flights were discontinued and 
flights of three or more planes took their place. The 
Germans retaliated, and by the end of the war patrols 
were the accepted form of air tactic Si 

ft early became apparent to air-minded officers that 
great damage could be inflicted upon the enemy by drop- 
ping bombs from aircraft on his troops, ammunition dumps, 
factories and other military installations. Indeed, many of 
the early fighters attempted some rudimentary bombing 
flights, using hand grenades. These were usually ineffective 
except in rare instances. Bombs were then devised which 
could be dropped from the plane. In early bombing raids 
the bombs were carried in the cockpit of ordinary fighter 
planes and heaved over the side by the observer whenever 
he judged himself to be in a position to hit his target. 
This was a clumsy, inaccurate system, however, that soon 
led to the design of an entirely different craft made for 
bombing alone, and equipped with machine guns for pro- 
tection. These planes, which were growing larger and 
larger as the war progressed, were equipped with bomb 
racks controlled by mechanisms within the bomber, and 
carried crews of from three to six men. They were utilized 
at first as lone raiders, depending on stealth and surprise 
to accomplish their tasks, but by 1917 there had evolved

the system of formation a Hacks by squadrons of bombers 
escorted by fighter planes as a protective screen. The 
Germans used this system first to great advantage, and by 
concentrating very large flights were able not only to con- 
centrate the power of the bombing assault, but have enough 
fighters to sweep the skies of the opposition. 

In addition to the duties of Reconnaissance, the original 
role of the airplane, had been added the duty of patrol, 
Straffing and bombing, with the Bombardment arm always 
tending to become more and more important. After the 
war the Air Services of all countries began to experiment 
more and more with the development of bombing planes of 
Increased power and destructive ability. It was realized that 



it was increasingly possible for planes to inflict 
very heavy damage on the enemy from the 
air. The development of bombsightj by all 
the major powers was to a large degree re- 
sponsible for this. The American bombsight 
was recognized as being probably the most 
accurate of any developed in this period. 
Accuracy in hitting a predetermined target 
was coupled with increased altitude which 
made the planes more safe from enemy 
fighters and antiaircraft attack. Increased 
speed and range of the planes has developed 
down until the present time, when every bel- 
ligerent possesses bombers capable of flying 
immense distances with heavy bomb loads. 

The United States was among the first to 
develop the art of dive bombing, wherein the 
plane is pointed downward at the target and 
releases its bomb very low, depending 
Upon the tremendous speed of the dive for protection. The 
dive bomber is very accurate inasmuch as the pilot has the 
target before him on the way down and does not release his 
bombs until just above it. It remained for the Germans 
to develop this to the highest, and it was employed with 
great success in the battle of France. Many military experts 
say that the Stulca dive bomber is the greatest single con* 
tribution of the war to air combat. The Germans also 
experimented with and developed the use of air-borne 
soldiers, utilizing the parachute, originally a safety device, 
as an instrument for the dropping of offensive men behind 
the enemy lines. The Russians also have used this extensively, 
and paratroops are now a part of every belligerent Army, 



Troop transports capable of carrying many men, supplies 
and equipment have also been developed, and in the battle 
of Crete the Germans used air-borne troops to carry the 
brunt of the battle. 

The Japanese and the British have both added chapters 
to the development of atr combat by the use of the torpedo* 
carrying planes as an effective weapon with which to attack 
enemy warcraft which are not heavily protected by fighter 
planes. The English at Taranto and the Japanese at Pearl 
or and off Malaya demonstrated that unprotected war* 
ships can be sunk with relative ease by planes of this type 
unless they are in turn protected by fighter planes based 
either on land or on accompanying aircraft carriers. 

The day of the spectacular individual air "ace" has ap- 
parently closed t ai pilots are taught more and mors to fly 
and to fight in absolute formation. Formations are increas- 
ing in site as the strength of the warring nations in the air 
continues to grow. 

There Has been a growing belief on the part of military 
men that the day of air power in combat is only begun, and 
that this war will produce innovations and changes equally 
as great as those produced in the World War. It is 
certain that each day, all over America, more and more 
fighters, bombardiers, navigators, observers, gunners, me- 



chanics and technicians are being trained for whatever role 
shall be assigned them in America's growing air armada. 

CHIEFS OF THE AIR CORPS (Now Army Air 
Forces) 

During the World War, Army Aviation was divided into 
the Bureau of Military Aeronautics, directed by Major 
Genera] William L Kenly, and the Bureau of Aircraft Pro- 
duction, directed by Mr. John D, Ryan, the copper magnate. 
With the advent of peace, these bureaus were consolidated 
under one title — Air Service— under the command of Major 
General Charles T„ Menoher, who had commanded the 
42nd (Rainbow) Division overseas. 

On October 4, 1921, General Menoher was succeeded by 
Major General Mason M. Patrick. He remained in command 
until his retirement on December 13, 1927, and was suc- 
ceeded by Major General James E, Fechet, who served until 
his retirement in 1 931. 

Major Genera) Benjamin D« Foulois served for four 
years until December, 1935, when he was succeeded by 
Major General Oscar Westover, who served until his death in 
a flying accident in 1938. At that time Major General (now 
General] H. H. Arnold took over, and to him has fallen the 
immense task of directing the Air Forces through the 
present period of war.

He filled assignments throughout the United States and 
the Canal Zone and in May, 1937 was Adjutant, Executive Of- 
ficer and Photographic Officer «t Lawson Field, Ft. Banning, G/i, 
He next graduated from the Air Corps Tactical School. Maxwell 



Field. Ala., in December. 1939. and became an instructor. 1st 
Military Area. Memphii, Tenn. In February. 1941, he became 
Assistant Chief, Military Personnel Division, Office of the Chief 
of Air Corps. Washington. On June 7, 1941 he was transferred 
to the Air Corps Ferrying Command which had been activated 
two days before. At first he was Personnel Officer, but In 
December. 1941, he was reassigned as Commanding Officer of 
the Domestic Wing which liter became the Ferrying Division of 
the Air Transport Commend. 

He is rated a Command Pilot, Combat Observer, Aircraft 
Observer, 
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Flying more than a hundred different types of military 
planes, m all climates and all weathers, to every comer 
of the world, the Ferry Pilot of the Air Transport Com- 
mand has become one of the most versatile and the 
most valuable of air men. Day in and day out he wings 
over Arctic, [ungle and desert terrain; over the five 
continents and the seven seas; always with the single 
obiective of his mission before him: The safe delivery 
of his plane, intact and on time, at Its final destination. 

On June 5, 1941, the Air Corps Ferrying Command 
was activated in Washington to begin the ferrying of 
British Lend-Lease planes from American factories to 
their points of departure from this country. Two days 
later, on June 7, 1941. the first delivery of a ferried 
aircraft was made— to the British at the Canadian bor- 
der. This plane was towed on the ground across the 
border. In those early days, the Ferrying Command 
had priority on regular Army Air Force pilots. After 
Pearl Harbor, when these pilots were called to combat 
duty, the Command turned to civilian pilots. In 1942 
these were joined by women pilots,, now known as 
Women's Air Force Service Pilots, or WASP's. 

On November 16, 1943, the Ferrying Division estab- 
lished an air transport service as significant as, and, 
strangely, similar to the stagecoach which helped ad- 
vance civilization westward in the early days of this 
nation. 

This new aerial service operates between the East 
Coast of the United States and India and has been 
moving vital cargo to the Far East theater in ever- 



increasing quantities, These supplies are moved on 
regular schedule with departures several times a week 
from Miami h Florida, 

Length of this aerial supply line approximates 14,000 
miles; the round-trip for this operation has taken a little 
over eight days. The trip, of course, approximates the 
equatorial distance around the earth. 

An interesting thing about the organization of this 
aerial supply route is Its similarity to the stagecoach 
as was mentioned a moment earlier. In pioneer days, 
the coach usually went straight through and the horses 
were changed at established staging points. The Fer- 
rying Division's service changes crews at staging points 
but sends the plane on with its load. The horses that 
drew the lumbering stagecoaches of our forefathers 
could not compare with the 4 4 800 horses of the C-87's 
which move tirelessly over oceans, deserts, jungles and 
mountain ranges to the airport In distant India which 
serves as jumping-off point for the trip over "the Hump" 
to China, 

Major General Harold L. George, Commanding Gen- 
eral of the Air Transport Command, having received 
inquiries abour establishment of a regular transport 
service between the United States and India, delegated 
the job of setting up this transport service to Briga- 
dier General William hL Tunner, Commanding General 
of the Ferrying Division, West Pointer and command 
pilot. There existed a variety of pressing needs tor 
such service: Combat and cargo aircraft in the Far 
East theater were being grounded because parts and 
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replacements could not be supplied; surface trans- 
portation necessarily was slow, tragically slow when 
combat requirements were considered; return of per- 
sonnel from theaters of war to the United States for 
medical treatment, rest and strategical conferences was 
imperative. Men such as Colonel Temple Sowen 
of Fort Worth, Texas, Assistant for Foreign Transport 
on General Tunner's Staff, and Lieutenant Colonel Jo- 
seph C. Mackey, who makes available a wealth of 
operational experience, from Columbus, Ohio, started 
the work. 

Evidence that the service is achieving high perform- 
ance can be discerned in the recent report that ton 
mileage has increased steadily since November 16, 
1943. This means vital cargo moved to relieve critical 
situations. For example, the number of grounded planes 
in theaters of war was reduced materially within a 
short time after the service began. 

The Ferrying Division not only delivers the planes to 
active war theaters throughout the world, but also ffies 
the planes from the factory, to the modification center, 
to the processing area, and thence to the point of final 
debarkation. 

The prime requisite of the good Ferry Pilot is con- 
tinuous and specialized training. On the day of his 
assignment to the Ferrying Division, the Ferry Pilot 
begins a comprehensive and progressive training pro- 
gram, one which does not cease even when he reaches 
the Division's top rating, that of the "Class 5-P or 
four engine bombers and pursuit pilot* He is always 
a student. The Ferry Pilot learns principally by work* 
ing at his job — by delivering aircraft. 

His objective, of course, is to become as expert and 
as versatile as possible. In addition to this on-the-job 



"experience" training in the air, supported by intensive 
ground school courses in aircraft, engines, instruments, 
navigation, meteorology, all under strong instructor 
supervision, the Ferry Pilot also attends, during his 
training, the specialization schools which the Ferrying 
Division conducts in instrument training, pursuit flying 
and two and four engine transport operation. Through 
this complete program, in fewer months than seems pos- 
sible, the limited, Inexperienced pilot becomes the 
world Ferry Pilot, capable of taking any plane made 
to any point named. Throughout the Ferry Pilot's 
training, the importance of flying safely is endlessly 
emphasized. The success or failure of his mission is 
not determined by: How fast did you get there?" but 
rather by: ' Did your plane arrive safety?" The Ferry 
Pilot knows that a plane lost in combat is lost for a 
cause, but that a plane lost before it reaches the front 
is lost in vain. He flies so that both he and the 
plane will fly again. 

Personnel, Operations, Supply, Communications— 
these and many another staff section must analyze its 
participation in each project, coordinate Its action with 
other sections, and transmit to each succeeding echelon 
clear, complete instructions. Thus, behind the lone 
pursuit pilot, behind the bomber crew— planning, co- 
ordination, and supervision — those prime essentials of 
sound military organization, practiced with unceasing 
energy and initiative by all Ferrying Division personnel 
in nearly a hundred widely scattered locations, main- 
tain the intricate machinery of ferrying in high speed, 
high caliber operation.

To the Officers and Men: 

A vital link in the chain to victory has been forged by the 
Ferrying Division of the Air Transport Command- — of which each 
of us is a part. America's fighting aircraft, delivered to far- 
flung battle fronts the world over — when needed and where 
needed — are our personal trademarks of victory. 

It goes without saying that the Sixth Ferrying Group has played 
a great part in this. We can be justifiably proud when we read 
of thousand-plane raids over Berlin and of American air-armadas 
obliterating Jap-held atolls on "the road to Tokyo." These devas- 
tating offensives were possible only because our air crews de- 
livered the planes— only because our ground crews M kept "em 
flying," 

It is impossible for me to know each of you of the Sixth Ferry- 
ing Group personally, but I do know you well by the outstanding 
work you have done. It is a great satisfaction to know that 
because of your splendid devotion to duty, history— when the 
final chapter of this global war is written— may say of us, "well 
done/' 

For this reason, this yearbook is dedicated to the achievements 
of the men of the Sixth Ferrying Group who served their country 
faithfully in time of gravest crisis, It will serve to keep all of 
us together — for the duration and thereafter — whatever the 
separation may be. 
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One of the nation's out standing fliert, Colonel Andrew B 
Cannon, Commending Officer, Siith Ferrying Group, Ferrying 
Division, Air Treniporf Commend, recently elevated to a full 
colonelcy In the AAF, is e veteran military pilot 

A First Lieutenant with the M8th Observation Squadron. Con- 
necticut National Guard, Colonel Cannon wet assigned to active 
duty with the Western Division of the Army Air Corps Ferrying 
Commend at Santa Monica. California, July 23, 1941. 

Drawing upon a wealth of experience from IS years of flying. 
Colonel Cannon served at pilot, instructor, engineering! officer, 
technical officer, and squadron commander, first with the Western 
Division of the Ferrying Command, later the California Sector of 
the Ferrying Command at Long Beach, California, and in 1942 
beceme Deputy Commanding Officer of the Siith Ferrying Group 
at Long Beach, which had replaced the former ferrying units. 

In the spring of 1943. the Group's present Commanding Officer 
beceme in turn Executive Officer, Deputy Commanding Officer 
and Commanding Officer of the 21st Ferrying Group at Palm 
Spfingt, California, when that installation changed from a ferrying 
detachment to a full-fledged group. As first Commanding Officer 
of the 21st Ferrying Group, Colonel Cannon was charged with the 
responsibility of developing that organization Into the outstanding 
Installation ft It today — one of the Ferrying Division's modat groups. 

On August 27, 1943, Colonel Cannon was appointed Command- 
ing Officer of the Siith Ferrying Group at Long Beach, succeeding 
Colonel Ralph E. Spake who baceme Commending Officer of the 



Western Sector of the Ferrying Division at Salt Lake City. Utah. 
Under Colonel Cannon's command, the Sixth Group has continued 
to grow as the Ferrying Division's most important West Coasr bate. 

A "Flier's flier/' Colonel Cannon is one of the few Ferrying 
Division commander? qualified to fly every type of military air- 
craft, and despite the heavy responsibility of administrative duties, 
steadily does to. Hit record includes in eicest of 8,000 logged 
hours, mass flight* across both the Atlentic and Pacific Oceans 
to deliver America's fighting aircraft to the battle fronts, and 
three months* combat service in the Aleutians early in 1 942, when 
he helped open the Air Transport Command's tupply route Into 
Alaska — flying equipment of all kinds to American soldiers threat- 
ened there at that time by the Japs. 

In the early 'thirties, the post's commanding officer taught 
flying in New England. Later he wat chief pilot for a large Eastern 
industrial concern, was associated with Inter -City Airlines of Boston. 
Massachusetts and terved as an Army instructor at one of the 
nation's major flying schools- He has flown practically every type 
of American single, twin-angina and multi-engine lend end water 
aircraft. 

A native of Tirton, New Hempthire, Colonel Cannon attended 
Tilton Junior College. Tiiton, Now Hampshire* He and Mrs, 
Cannon, the former Mabel 1. Drew of Hertlend, Maine, reside at 
3849 Gardenia Avenue, Long Beach.

The history of the Sixth Ferrying Group ac- 
tually had its beginning before the United States 
declared war on the transgressor nations of 
World WarIL 

On August I, 1941, the Nazi Luftwaffe, Allied 
resistance valiantly giving way before the sheer 
power of its furious onslaughts, was raining de- 
struction upon a great portion of Europe — its 
terrific air-power smashing the continent's de- 
fenses, The cry which arose for planes with 
which to fight back reverberated around the 
world. 

On that day— far from the roar of battle, 
far from the death, destruction and fire raining 
from European skies* far from the holocaust of 
London in flames—almost half way around the 
world at the peaceful Municipal Airport of Long 
Beach, California, where the forces of the com- 
ing world-wide conflict had not yet struck home 
— an answer to the appeal for planes for the 
freedom-loving people of Europe was given* 
An Air Force Lieutenant Colonel and 80 Air 
Force pilots arrived to begin the ferrying of 
military aircraft from West Coast production 
centers to the Eurooean theaters. 

On June 5, 1941 , the Air Corps Ferrying 
Command had been activated in Washington 
to begin the ferrying of British Lend-Lease planes 
to their point of departure from this country. 
A short time thereafter, the Western Division 
of the Ferrying Command had been organized 
with headquarters at Santa Monica, California, 
and on August I, 1941, upon arrival of the first 
permanent commanding officer, Lieutenant 
Colonel Ralph Baez, Jr., the organization was 
established at the Long Beach Municipal Airport 



from which it began the ferrying operations 
leading to the present world-wide ferrying group, 
First known as the Western Division of the 
Ferrying Command, then the California Sector 
of the Ferrying Command, and later the Sixth 
Ferrying Group, Ferrying Division, Air Transport 
Command, the present organization is one of 
the Army Air Forces' most important ferrying 
installations supplying United Nations' air forces 
throughout the world with fighting planes . . , 
from single-engine trainers to four-engine bomb- 
ers. 

On November 26, 1941 , Lieutenant Colonel — 
now Colonel Ralph E. Spake, in command of the 
Central Sector of the Ferrying Division at Kan- 
sas City — became commanding officer of the 
rapidly expanding ferrying organization at Long 
Beach, succeeding Lieutenant Colonel Baez, A 
few months later, all commands on the base- — the 
307th Materiel Squadron, commanded by Major 
Stephen J. Idzorek, which provided materiel 
services, and the Air Corps, Facilities r Air Serv- 
ice Command, commanded by Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Myron A. Sine — and other services were 
consolidated under Colonel Spake. 

Command of the organization, which became 
the Sixth Ferrying Group, Ferrying Division, Air 
Transport Command, continued under Colonel 
Spake until August 27, 1943, when Lieutenant 
Colonel (now Colonel) Andrew B. Cannon, at that 
time commanding officer of the 2 1st Ferrying 
Group, Palm Springs, California, became com- 
manding officer of the Sixth Ferrying Group at 
Long Beach, Colonel Spake becoming command- 
ing officer of the Western Sector of the Ferrying 
Division at Salt Lake City. Colonel Cannon, a 
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veteran pilot, bad served as pilot, instructor, 
engineering officer, technical officer, squadron 
commander, and deputy commanding officer of 
the Western Division, the California Sector and 
the Sixth Ferrying Group, having been asso- 
ciated with the organization since its early days- 

In the beginning, the Western Division of the 
Ferrying Command occupied only the airpo r t 
manager's cottage (now the Public Relations 
Office) which housed the 307th Materiel Squad- 
ron: the airport terminal lounge (now the Post 
Finance Section) where the young organization s 
operations* headquarters, personnel, quarter- 
master, hospital and finance sections and Pilot's 
Waiting Room were located, and a tented area 
on the present photographic laboratory site. 

For reasons of military security the extent of 
expansion since that time cannot be revealed, 
but the Sixth Ferry In q Group today Is a com- 
plete military air base, which, with Its headquar- 
ters, flight operations and personnel sections, 
its engineering, quartermaster and maintenance 
buildinqs, its barracks, mess halls and commis- 
saries, its excellent hospital facilities and its vast 
tralninq section, serves the ferry pilot, aircraft 
mechanic, administrative worker and other con- 
temporaries engaged In their globe-circling 
business as home, training school, and headquar- 
ters for operations necessary for the ferrying 
of planes* 

Aside from Its outstandino operations record, 
the Sixth Ferrying Group has been distinguished 
In many other ways, Off its flight lines have 
flown many of the nation's finest military pilots, 
through its headquarters have passed many of 
the most famous military, diplomatic and civilian 
personages of our times, and on its drill field 
at forma! review have stood many of World War 
It's combat heroes to receive awards of honor 
for action against the enemy. 



The group's athletic teams have been unrivaled 
in their area, its A. and R, section with its spe- 
cialized physical training program is regarded 
by the Ferrying Division as a model, its post 
exchanqes, Non-Commissioned Officers' Club, 
and enlisted mess halls compare favorably with 
any military base in the nation and its squadron 
areas, wherein a great majority of Its personnel 
live, learn and work, are unusual examples of 
today's modern army. 

Not all the post's personnel are pilots, admin- 
istrative officers and enlisted men. On February 
15, 1943, the first contingent of Women's Air 
Force Service Pilots [at that time known as 
WAFs) arrived to ferry military planes and some 
six months later the first members of the U. S. 
Women's Army Corps, five officers of the 
WAC t reported to assume ground administra- 
tive duties. 

Not only is the Sixth Group's a colorful history, 
but Long Beach Army Air Field itself stands on 
part of aviation's most hallowed ground. On 
December 10, 191 I, the first transcontinental 
flight— a three-months' trip by Galbraith Perry 
Rodqers from Sheepshead Bay, Long Island — 
terminated at Long Beach. In the early days of 
World War I, ten of the nation's first combat 
pilots were graduated from an Air Corps Train- 
ing School established here — with the beach as 
"the favorite landing field/' In 1924, Earl S. 
Dauqherty, a famous World War I pilot, for 
whom the airport was officially named, assisted 
In establishing the present airport which now 
serves as a military base. 

Above the Pilots' Loft adjacent to the Sixth 
Ferrying Group's flight line Is a legend for all 
the world to read* It says: "Through these 
portals pass the finest pilots on earth." That is 
true and to it might well be added — 'To ferry to 
freedom-loving people the world over the air- 
planes they need to keep the world free."

They are doing a man's job, but they are most 
assuredly women — and very feminine women. The 
service they render is verified by the extent of 
their operations. And their performance . has 
earned them the coveted classification — "Pilot"— 
the hard way. 

Organized (as the WARS) in September, 1942, 
the women pilots mede their first delivery within 
the next month.

Twenty* 
two WAS P$ (as they were redesignated last sum- 
mer) held Army instrument cards Furthermore, 
they were making plane deliveries all over the 
nation, day in, day out, adding a substantial figure 
to the tremendous total of aircraft dative ries Ac- 
complished by the Ferrying Division of the Air

This record — made in less than a year and a 
half — won them their place among Army airmen. 
That they will go on to continuously higher 
achievements is testified by performance which 
won Barbara J. Ericbon. commanding officer of 
the Sixth Ferrying Group WASP squadron, the 
Air Medal: Four 2.000*roile deliveries, involving 
three different types of aircraft, in slightly mora 
than five days.
